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AN  EXHAUSTIVE  examination  and  review  of  all  children's  programs  heard  on  local 
independent  and  network  stations  has  revealed  that  in  a  total  of  1008  hours  per  week 
of  broadcasting,  only  31  .i/2  hours  were  programmed  for  children.  In  contrast,  425  hours 
weekly  were  reserved  for  disc  jockeys.  This  survey  was  made  last  year  by  the  Radio 
Listeners  of  Northern  California  in  response  to  the  growing  protests  against  radio 
programs   intended   for   children. 

In  studying  the  kind  of  children's  programs  actually  being  broadcast  the  com- 
mittee listened  to  one  network  station  for  seven  consecutive  days.  During  this  week 
they  heard  thirty  murders  committed,  contemplated  or  implied.  Other  crimes  enacted 
or  described  in  the  same  programs  included  blackmail,  arson,  housebreaking,  kidnap- 
ping ....  and  so  on  through  a  list  of  fourteen  hair-raising  horrors. 

Among  the  Committee's  conclusions  was  the  following  statement:  ".  .  .  .  the 
tendency  of  some  broadcasters  to  appeal  to  the  lower  instincts  of  children  with  sen- 
sationalism and  violence  in  order  to  boost  sales  is  a  refusal  to  accept  the  heavy  moral 
obligation  implied  by  the  broadcast  of  children's  programs."  This  heavy  moral  ob- 
ligation does  not  mean  that  children's  programs  must  be  dull  and  drearily  educational. 
But  it  does  mean  that  the  wealth  of  fascinating  material  for  children  should  be  selected 
and  adapted  for  radio.  Such  classics  as  Treasure  Island,  Robin  Hood  and  King  Arthur 
are  as  thrilling  and  engrossing  as  any  hastily  written  serial. 

The  tales  and  myths  of  all  countries  contain  rich  sources  for  stories  and  dramas. 
In  the  natural  sciences  there  are  facts  and  possible  fantasies  to  delight  the  imagin- 
ation of  children.    The  broadcaster  has  seldom  explored  the  possibilities  of  carefully

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WHAT  IS  A  FOLK  SONG? 


One  of  KPFA's  interests  is  the  collecting 
of  folk  songs  for  the  University  of  California 
folk  music  library  and  for  Lori  Campbell, 
who  sings  folk  songs  on  several  KPFA  pro- 
grams. In  this  area  there  are  many  groups 
of  people  who  have  migrated  from  sections 
of  the  country  where  folk  music  is  still 
a  vital  part  of  everyday  life.  KPFA  hopes  that 
its  folk  music  programs  will  stimulate 
listeners   to  send   in  variants  of  songs. 

There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  discussion 
at  KPFA,  about  the  nature  of  folk 
songs  and  their  origins.  One  theory  main- 
tains that  folk  songs  have  a  communal 
origin,  that  they  arise  spontaneously  from 
the  group.  Another  theory  maintains  that 
only  the  individual  can  create  a  song  and 
the  community  absorbs  and  alters  it  after 
its  original  creation.  Of  course,  there  is  no 
direct  evidence  to  reconcile  these  opposing 
theories,    for   a    folk   song   does   not   become 


known  as  such  till  it  has  been  sung  bv 
many  people  for  so  long  that  its  origin  is 
forgotten. 

Folk  songs  differ  from  the  average  popu- 
lar song  which  is  written  to  conform  to 
popular  taste  and  to  put  money  into  the 
purse  of  the  writer.  People  sing  folk  songs 
to  express  feeling,  to  tell  a  story  or  to  com- 
municate some  fundamental  idea  to  other 
people.  Folk  ballads  are  concerned  with 
stories  expressive  of  experiences  common  to 
all  men,  such  as  love,  violence,  domestic 
tragedy.  Successive  hearers  of  a  song  ma\ 
select  and  emphasize  different  aspects  of 
the  song. 

The  debate  about  origins  and  definitions 
may  perhaps  be  resolved  by  combining  the 
two  theories  as  does  Cecil  Sharp,  the  English 
folk  song  collector:  "First  of  all  one  man 
sings  a  song  and  then  others  sing  it  after 
him,  changing  what  they   do  not  like".

written  children's  programs  on  public  affairs 
or  news  and  events  affecting  children  through- 
out the  world. 

KPFA  is  programming  one  hour  of  its 
six  hour  daily  schedule  for  children.  It  has 
only  begun  to  develop  the  extensive  children's 
programs  that  are  planned.  A  children's 
theatre,  a  children's  chorus,  musical  broad- 
casts by  and  for  children,  serial  dramas  of 
worthwhile  material,  documentaries— these  are 
a  few  of  the  projects  now  being  developed. 


These  aims  are  to  be  fulfilled  at  KPFA, 
not  only  by  the  broadcaster,  but  also  by 
the  listener.  This  project  to  build  meaningful 
radio  programming  is  a  cooperative  experi 
ment.  The  listener,  through  his  subscription, 
not  only  helps  support  the  new  radio  sta- 
tion's activities,  but  shares  in  the  creation 
of  a  new  use  of  the  medium.  The  extent 
to  which  listeners  cooperate  in  KPFA's  op- 
eration will  determine  what  influence  this 
pioneering  endeavor  will  have  in  the  radio 
industry.
